It ran onlv be imagined what might have 


happened Tuesday in Cambridge, Md . if 
there had been a tie vote on a proposed 
charter amendment providing for desegre- 


ation of places of public accommodation

This is not 


a good omen for those who believe race dis­ 


crimination can lie stoppl'd cold if Negroes 


are given their civil rights, chiefly the right 
to vote.
